Yet Go 


Too Far 


London, Feb. 13.—It would be a pity if the harmony 
of: the MCC tour of South Africa were to be spoilt by 
cricket writers, who are having a battle of words, with 
money as the root of all evil. aes . 


It all started when stories were sent, back to England 


-about the “huge sums of money” the South African cricket 
authorities were making out of the MCC four, whereas the 


English cricketers, the performers whom such vast crowds 
had come to see, were financially doing very poorly. 


As a sideline, it was surgested ) 


that the South Africans were allow- 
ing the “poor” MCC players to 
undergo long train journcys and 
undue hardship when they could 
have been flown, in order to save 
money. 


One British sports columnist 
wrote a column on reports he had 
recelved from South Africa headed: 
“Cricket Reaches New Low Depth,” 
which started with = “How — much 
money is the South African Cricket 
Association making out of our tour- 
ing team?” 

“The South Africans take all the 
profit after paying expenses. One 
way of saving on these appears to 
be a recourrso to the slogan: ‘It's 
Cheaper by Rall.” 


WHIPROUND

They have 
pointed out that the MCC stiputated 
that they should have thelr expenses 
guaranteed as they were not ‘sure 
of the financin) success of thelr 
visit, and that South Africa accepted 
the conditions because England was 
helping to ploncer the game In the 
Union and did not deserve to suffer 
any loss. 

THE OTHER SIDE 

On the other hand, when the South | 
Africans’ visited Britain, .they 
recelved half the gate out of which 
they had to pay thelr own expenscs, 
This had resulted in South African 
tours of Britain being a financial 
loss whereas no official MCC team 
hod suffercd financially in visits to 
the Union. ’ 

.The South. Africans have also re- 
plied’ that suggestions that they arc’ 
making a fortune out of the visiting 
tourists have been grossly exaggerat- 
ed, And on the criticism-of travelling 
arrangements, the answer was that
